Phe above was written the latter part 
of the previous week and by the time 
the inside pages were written up, iti 
gations were commenced in this city 
that surpassed any previous boom in 
the law suit line in Port Wrangel. 

Way back in the early days inthe his 
tovy of this city, there lived a man nam 
ed Charles Brown who gobbled up con 
siderable of Port Wrangel property. 
Brown beeame dissutistied here and 
moved to Juneau where he died after a 
two years’ residence in that place. We 
have not inquired into the cause of his 
demise, but moving from a good, live 
town toa sleepy little place no doubt 
hud something to do with it, but the 
cause of his death ts not an important 
matter so far as the litigations ure con 
cerned, and being real dead, the admin 
istrators of his estate took hold of 

trown’s affairs and commenced to un 
tungle things und convert the property 
into money The administrator sold 
the Fort Wrangel property, got) the 
cash and turned the money into the 
Brown cash till and the purchaser 

were put into possession and they put 
up lasting and valuable improvements 
thereon, and have continued in such 
possession for years,one of which dates 
back to the yeur LSSo, 

In March of this year the adminis 
trator was removed and one Samuel 
Cohn of Juneau, we understand, was 
appointed, and he is made the pl 
in these litigations involving the 
property. 

The action is called forcible eutry

Chinese Wine Making. 


Wine making is said to have existed 
for thousands of years before the intro 
duction of distilling. The process i 
simple, Glutinous rice, or hwang-mi, 
is placed over the fire in a large iron 
pan and softened with warm water, It 
is made into a thick, solid sort of gruel. 
This steeped rice is placed oy a table 
with raised edges to prevent the fluid 
from overflowing. Over the rice, when 
in this state, the leaven to aid fermen 
tation is sprinkled. The whole is then 
mixed and mashed with an iron masher

and remains in a large stoneware jar 
for several days. If the wine is desir 
ed to be of a sweet taste two days are 


but for wine without sweet 
taste four or five days are required 
To make the second kind of wine 
stronger the Chinese brewer often adds 
spirit. After all this the wine, solid 
parts together, is placed in a cloth bag, 
and this goes into a pressing chest of 
wood called cha, the wine press. <A 
heavy stone presses it down and the 
wine flows out from a sort of teapot 
spout in the side of the press. 

The remainder of solid matter is call 
ed tsan, and is used to feed animals or 
asa ferment. The method of distilling 
was introduced in the Yuen dynasty. 
To this wooden cylinder which holds 
the millet there are three covers, The 
outer and upper one contains cold wat 
erand keeps the second one cool to 
condense the spirit, The spirit rises 
from the softened red millet below, 
which has been under manipulation for

It here be- 
comes condensed and flows down the 


sides into a triangular trough which re 
ecives itand delivers it from a spout. 
Williams and Morrison's dictionary and 
Legg’s classics seem to haye been com 
piled with the impression that the Chi 
nese practiced distillation in ancient 
times, This isan error. The Chinese 
only knew the ordinary process of fer 
mentation.

‘They have claimed a city organi 
zation for Skaguay, but | guess that is 
amistake, for parties shoot on the 
main streets and no objection is made, 
They organized a company of the Alas 
ka malitia at Skaguay und “Soupy” 
Smith is captain, Juneau is very quiet. 
It never was dull, Douglass will 
certainly be the town.  Lexpect to see 
the time when Juneau will not have a 
postoffice for the Treadwell is building

map. Sitka—well, it is so dead that it 
begins to smell. You occasionally see 
au soldier there, but of course, iso 


lated as it is,one can expec no life in 
that place. 

I went to all these towns for the pur 
pose of locating in the best one; pro 
vided, however, that I could find one 
better than Fort Wrangel, and after be 
ing in the four towns named for a 
month, | return, knowing without a 
question of a doubt, that Fort Wrangel 
is the best town in Alaska, And then 
let me tell you, we have a climate that 
beats allofthem, too. The sun shines 
in Fort Wrangel, but in the towns 
named it was, during the time I was 
there, cold and cloudy. Port Wrangel 
is all right and Lretarn well satistied.
